TYPE  OF  HEATING 
THREE  METHODS  OF 
HEAT  TRAVEL 


RADIATOR 


This  is  the  kind  of  heat  created  when  a  boiler 
in  the  basement  (some  people  call  it  a  furnace) 
produces  hot  water,  vapor  or  steam  and  sends  it 
through  pipes  to  radiators  in  every  room.  Nowa¬ 
days  radiators  may  be  felt  but  never  seen,  for 
modern  science  has  designed  slim,  small  radia¬ 
tors,  like  the  new  American  Arco,  which  take 
almost  no  space  and  can  be  enclosed  in  attrac¬ 
tive  enclosures.  Or  you  may  have  your  radiators 

entirely  off  the  floor  and 
in  the  wall,  taking  not  an 
inch  of  the  precious  room 
space  you  have  built  into 
your  home! 


RADIATORS  HEAT  IN  THREE  WAYS 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  a  radiator  does  not  heat  by  “radiation”  alone.  “Radia¬ 
tion”  is  a  name  which  scientists  give  to  just  one  kind  of  heat  travel — the  most 
satisfactory  and  dependable  of  all.  But  there  are  two  other  methods  of  heat 
travel,  and  Radiator  Heat  is  the  only  type  of  heating  which  uses  all  three. 


•  HEAT  CAN  WALK.  FLY  OR  JUMP 

Heat,  or  warmth,  is  constantly  traveling  away  from  its  source,  whether  that 
source  is  fire  itself,  a  hot  poker,  a  hot  potato,  a  radiator,  or  the  sun.  And 
heat  has  three  different  ways  of  traveling  which  scientists  call  Conduction, 
Convection  and  Radiation,  but  which  we  shall  speak  of  simply  as  Heat  that 
Walks.  Heat  that  Flies  and  Heat  that  Jumps. 
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•  HEAT  THAT  WALKS  WARMS  THE  RADIATORS 

If  you  hold  just  the  tip  of  a  poker  in  an  open  flame,  the  heat  walks  up 
the  metal,  soon  making  the  other  end  too  hot  to  hold.  Connect  an  elec¬ 
tric  iron,  and  warmth  spreads  through  the  entire  thickness  until  the 
iron  is  heated  all  over.  Or  put  your  cold  hand  on  the  warm  surface  of  a 
chair  that  stands  in  the  sun,  and  feel  the  heat  soak  in.  The  tip  of  the 
poker,  the  face  of  the  iron,  the  palm  of  your  hand  are  in  direct  contact 
with  sources  of  heat,  and  warmth  steps  from  particle  to  particle  of  mat¬ 
ter  until  the  entire  body  is  heated.  This  is  heat  conduction,  or  the  “heat 
that  walks." 

Hot  water,  vapor  or  steam,  entering  a  radiator  from  the  piping,  comes 
in  direct  contact  with  the  radiator  metal,  and  causes  warmth  to  spread 
rapidly  and  evenly  through  the  entire  radiator  as  it  does  through  the 
poker  and  electric  iron.  By  means  of  this  heat  that  walks,  the  radiator 
is  converted  into  a  direct  source  of  heat  for  every  individual  room. 


•  HEAT  THAT  FLIES  WARMS  THE  AIR 

Now  think  of  a  hot  baked  potato,  a  dish  of  smoking  soup  or  maybe  an 
apple  pie  fresh  from  the  oven,  set  on  the  window  ledge  to  cool.  All 
three,  you  say,  are  “steaming.”  In  other  words,  all  three  are,  for  the  time 
being,  small  heating  plants,  and  the  air  wipes  against  the  hot  surface, 
picking  up  heat.  This  time  there  is  no  direct  contact  of  two  objects.  The 
air  warmed  by  the  hot  pie  simply  flies  away. 

•  RADIATOR  HEAT  FLIES  ONLY  A  FEW  FEET 

This  kind  of  heat  travel,  by  Convection,  is  an  everyday  occurrence.  It 
happens  whenever  and  wherever  heat  is  carried  from  its  source  by  cur¬ 
rents  of  air.  Here  the  superiority  of  Radiator  Heat  becomes  clear.  For 
the  radiator  is  located  right  in  the  room,  and  the  heat  flies  only  a 
few  feet. 


•  A  PLEASANT  CIRCULATION  OF  WARMTH 

The  very  presence  of  a  warm  radiator  creates  in  any  room  a  gentle  and 
des  i cable  circulation  of  warmth.  Cold  air  is  drawn  into  the  radiator, 
wipes  upward  over  the  hot  surface,  is  warmed  and  flies  into  the  room, 
causing  a  mild,  pleasant  stirring  of  the  atmosphere.  When  the  radiator 
is  placed  beneath  a  window — the  most  effective  of  all  locations — out¬ 
door  air  currents  help  rather  than  hinder  the  heating,  for  the  pressure 
of  fresh  air  filtering  in  around  the  windows  drives  the  heat  into  the 
room.  Cold  window  drafts  are  prevented  by  the  protective  upward  cur¬ 
rent  of  warmth  which  is  constantly  rising  from  the  radiator. 
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HEAT  THAT  JUMPS  — THE  SUN’S  WAY 


Radiation  is  a  familiar  word,  and  most  of  us 
would  say,  if  we  were  asked,  “Of  course  radia¬ 
tors  heat  by  radiation!”  While  this  is  decidedly 
true,  it  is  really  only  part  of  the  truth,  for  as  we 
said  in  the  beginning  radiators  heat  in  THREE 
ways,  of  which  radiation  is  the  most  important 
and  dependable. 

Heat  by  radiation  does  not  depend  on  contact, 
like  conduction;  or  even  on  air,  like  convection. 
Our  greatest  source  of  heat,  the  sun,  actually 
radiates  its  warmth  through  93,000,000  miles  of 
space  which  contains  no  air  at  all! 


THE  ONE  COMPLETELY  DEPENDABLE  HEAT  METHOD 


Whenever  a  cool  object  is  placed  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  warm  one,  heat  jumps  straight  from  the 
warmer  to  the  cooler  object.  Warmth  from  a 
radiator  needs  no  air  currents  to  carry  it  to  your 
body  and  to  the  walls  and  furniture.  In  fact,  it 
is  instantly  communicated  to  you  in  straight, 
horizontal  rays  in  spite  of  any  contrary  air  cur¬ 
rents  which  may  be  present.  This  makes  radia¬ 
tion  the  one  completely  dependable  method  of 
heat  travel  for  the  purpose  of  warming  a  room. 


RADIANT  HEAT  IS  WARMTH  FOR  PEOPLE 


\Y  hile  the  hot  water,  vapor  or  steam  in  the 
radiator  is  spreading  its  heat  evenly  through  the 
radiator  metal,  and  while  the  hot  radiator  is 
diffusing  upward  a  gentle  circulation  of  warmth, 
the  radiator  is  also  radiating  direct  rays  of  heat, 
like  those  of  the  sun,  into  the  lower  part  of  the 
room  where  we  sit  and  move  about.  This  heat  is 
absolutely  sure,  in  spite  of  wind  or  weather! 
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•  A  SOURCE  OF  HEAT  IN  EVERY  ROOM 

In  the  radiator  heated  home,  comfort  is  always  a 
certainty.  No  matter  how  cold  it  may  be  outside 
...  no  matter  how  hard  the  wind  blows  .  .  . 
there’s  bound  to  be,  everywhere,  in  every  room, 
positive,  constant  warmth,  for  the  source  of  heat 
is  the  radiator,  right  there  in  the  room.  Each 
radiator  is  proportioned  to  provide  just  the 
amount  of  heat  needed  .  .  .  and  they  can  be 
placed  under  the  windows  where  they  act  as  a 
shield  against  cold  drafts.
